A MODERN, IF TRADITIONAL, 

VILLAGE 


Tlsmans, a village In GorJ 
oounly, Is mainly known as a 
quid holiday settlement, as a 
tourist village whose houses arc 
real folk-art gems deserving to 
bo exhibited in any village mu- 
Rcum, a village with a gentle 
climate, a rich landscape, luxu- 
rlanl vegeta lion, and clean 
springs foamlngly descending 
from (ha mountains. Yet Tls- 
mana village has not remained 
a cici'v&ni of ethnography ; sidc- 
by-slde with houses tnd anne- 
xes built In a folk style, .with 
sculpted pasts and porches, with 
rustle wooden furniture, the 
▼lllago has been enriched with 
modern buildings, large shops, 
elegant restaurants, three-' and 
four-storied apartment blocks 
and a comfortable hottri* • 

Nearby this settlement there 
arc iwo-openouis — Ttsmaoa I 
and Tlsmana II, equipped with 
rotor excavators which dig fuel 
coal and scud li, on conveyor 
belts, to the great thermal po- 
wer station ofllovlnarl. 

Here, at Tlsmana, there Is 
also one of the largo under- 
ground plants- of the ’Coma — 
Molru — Tt-smana hydropower 
complex, a chain of live under- 
ground . hydropower stations' 
with high embankments, ap- 
proach tunnels, dams . and la- 
kes having a capacity of over 
12-1 million ou.m. of water. Tho 
underground plant la an tm- 
prosslva architectural work not 
so much through Its exterior or- 


naments os through a scvoi-c, 
auatcra nianumcutalUy built 
with tremendous efforts span- 
ning several year* In the vici- 
nity of an architectural monu- 
ment dating to (bo ltlh century, 
and at tho crossing of the old 
roads once trodden by the herds 
descending from Transylvania 
to Wall&ohla, along the Danube. 

Tlsmana has preserved and 
enriched (ho ancient cult ' of 
peasant costumes, of tissues, 
carpets and laces of a remark- 
able chromatle variety, display- 
ing red, yellow, white and black 
flowers and other ornamento. 
The women and yoiiny girls of 
tho village spin, weave or sew 
from early In tho morning till 
lala at night. They make oar- 
pets, blouses, head kerchiefs, 
skirts, waistbands, vesta, orna- 
ments for the Inhabitants of the 
^ouimuno, but also for handi- 
craft shops throughout the co- 


untry and the world, ’’Tlsmana 
Art - - cooperative exports . Its 
products of a unique beaut?, 
blending ancient traditions with 
tho rabuloua art of weaving 
and sewing of the Middle East, 
to ovor 30 oountrlos ou five con- 
tinents. Born here, from lha 
skilful hands of (ho women nn.1 
young girls according to tradi- 
tional rustle rcolpcs Is tho pea- 
sant linen. This fabric enn ho 
adapted, In (he cooperative's 
workshops, to the exigencies of 
fashion today and to the so- 
phisticated tailoring or fashion 
houses tu (owns. 

In 1088, Tlsmana lives be- 
tween tradition and modernity, 
happily combining the ancient 
trades with modern technology, 
and monumental ant with the 
nearly calligraphic art ol wea- 
ving and sewing.
